The only disadvan­ 
tage of the hot packs is that they 
require a skilled nurse or physical 
therapist in constant attendance to 
make the frequent changes neces­ 
sary. 
W ith an acute shortage of 
these physical therapists, adminis­ 
tering hot packs to a ward full of

Polio doctors are seeking new

natural warmth. 
The final ef- 
fcr* is very sim ilar to the rn re 
time-consuming hot packs.

again this is a new and insuf­ 
ficiently tried method and more 
general acceptance w ill have to 
wait further trial. 
Doctors in general warn against 
the use of drugs or chemicals in 
the treatment of polio, 
So far as 
is known, there is no medication 
that has scientific sanction. 
The 
men in the laboratories whose job 
it is to search for the ideal chem­ 
ical or drug are still saving, “ Noth­ 
ing yet.”
